As in March, the foreign trade showed a balance 
against Esthonia, Germany, the United Kingdom, 
the United States, the Seviet Union, Egypt and Latvia 
being the chief trading countries.

Exports from France exceeded in value imports into 
the country by 2,272 million francs during the first 
five months of the current year. For the correspond- 
ing period of 1924 the excess of exports was 1,685 
million francs. 


German Industry in May. (Page 694.) 


Active conditions are reported by the Prussian 
Chambers of Commerce in the potash, motor-car and 
tractor, and glass industries, but business in coal and 
iron, except rolled products, the locomotive and ship- 
building industries, chemicals, textiles, except silks, 
paper and margarine was quiet. 





American Exports of Manufactures. (Page 696.) 


According to official figures, manufactures formed 
over two-thirds of the merchandise exported in April, 
while finished manufactures were 43°6 per cent. of the 
total export, semi-manufactured material 15°5 per 
cent. and manufactured foodstuffs 10°2 per cent.

British exporters’ attention is drawn to the fact 
that modifications have been made in the form of 
invoice applicable to goods for Australia other than 
those entitled to Preference.

SURVEY OF NATIONAL COAL RESOURCES. 


One of the main functions of the Fuel Research Board 
of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
is a survey and classification of the coal seams in the 
various mining districts by means of physical and 
chemical tests in the laboratory, supplemented where 
desirable by large scale tests at H.M. Fuel Research 
Station, East Greenwich, or elsewhere. 

The Board has decided that the best way to carry out 
this work is by means of local committees representing 
the local colliery owners and managers, the local branch 
of the Institution of Mining Engineers, the Fuel Re- 
search Board, and the Geological Survey of Great 
Britain, as well as outside scientific interests. 

Each committee is charged with the duty of super- 
vising the work of the physical and chemical survey in 
a coal mining area, and in this way the survey becomes 
of practical value from the commencement, since local 
knowledge and experience are made available, and the 
seams to be investigated and the general programme of 
work are decided by those who are able to estimate most 
correctly the relative importance of the problems to be 
solved. The seams selected undergo physical and 
chemical examination by local investigators appointed 
for the purpose, after which a final selection is made of 
those seams likely to justify experiments on a technical 
scale in order to test their suitability for particular .uses 
or methods of treatment. 


COMMITTEE FOR NoRTH STAFFORDSHIRE AREA. 


Committees have for some time been actively at work 
in the Lancashire and Cheshire and in the South York- 
shire areas, and the Board has recently appointed a 
committee to deal with the survey in the North Stafford- 
shire area. The North Staffordshire Colliery Owners’ 
Association and the North Staffordshire Institute of 
Mining Engineers are co-operating in the work, and the

BRITISH CLAIMS AGAINST HUNGARY. 


The Administrator of Hungarian Property has, 
under the powers conferred upon him by Section 1 
(XIV.) of the Treaty of Peace (Hungary) Orders, 1921- 
1923, and with the approval of the President of the 
Board of Trade, prescribed 17th July, 1925, as the final 
date by which Proofs by British nationals of debts due 
to them by Hungarian nationals or of pecuniary 
obligations of the Hungarian Government under 
Article 231 of the Treaty of Trianon, and other claims 
by British nationals against the Hungarian Govern- 
ment, must be made in order to rank ior payment of 
the Third Dividend to be declared by him. 

It will be recalled that 3lst March, 1923, was the 
final date by which such Proofs had to be made in order 
to rank for payment of the Second Dividend, but 
creditors who failed to lodge their Proofs of Claim with 
the Administrator by that date will, if they do so by 
17th July, 1925, be entitled, subject to what is stated 
below in regard to claims under Article 231 of the 
Treaty, to rank for payment of the Dividend out of 
assets remaining after payment of the Second Dividend 
before the assets are applied to the payment of the 
Third Dividend. 

In accordance with the Rule made by the Adminis- 
trator on 7th March, 1923, claims under Article 231 of 
the Treaty can only be admitted to rank at all for 
Dividend if the Proof was lodged before 30th June, 
1923, or if the time for lodging the Proof is extended 
by the Administrator, who has power to grant an exten- 
sion until two months after the claimant became aware 
of the existence or amount of the claim where the 
claimant only became aware of its existence or amount 
at a date subsequent to Ist June, 1923. Claims lodged 
after 17th July, 1925, will, if accepted, only be per- 
mitted to rank against any surplus of the above-men- 
tioned Hungarian assets which may remain over after 
payment of the said Third Dividend.

IMPERIAL SHIPPING COMMITTEE. 





REPORT ON CANADIAN MARINE INSURANCE. 


The Imperial Shipping Committee has completed a 
unanimous Report on Canadian Marine Insurance. 
The question was referred to the Committee by the 
Canadian Government rather more than a year ago. As 
a preliminary step it was announced last summer that 
the Committee had persuaded the underwriters to 
remove Halifax from the warranty which created a dif- 
ferential charge for the insurance of shipping entering 
British North American ports. 

Since then a mass of evidence has been obtained, which 
is marshalled in the forthcoming Report. The improve- 
ments to navigation and the record of casualties sub- 
mitted by the Canadian Government and the under- 
writers have been scrutinised. In view of the complexity 
of the problem involved it is impossible to summarise 
briefly the evidence, but the conclusions at which the 
Committee have arrived are that there is a presumption 
in favour of the present differential on the St. Lawrence, 
but that the evidence is in one respect incomplete, and, 
moreover, that directional wireless may alter the statis- 
tical position. 

The Committee suggest that, having regard to all the 
circumstances, the Joint Hull Committee should recon- 
sider the position of St. John, New Brunswick, and 
Prince Rupert, British Columbia, under the warranty. 
They also propose that steps should be taken for a 
systematic record of casualties in the St. Lawrence, and 
that, so long as the warranty is maintained there, all 
reference to British North America should be omitted 
from its title. The Report will be published simul- 
taneously in Canada and Great Britain early next 


month.

TRADE OF SARAWAK IN 1924. 
According to the Sarawak Government Gazette, the 
total value of foreign imports last year, excluding 
treasure, was 16,727,600 dollars, an increase of 
1,842,300 dols., or 12 per cent. over that for 1923, while 
exports amounted to 36,844,000 dols., an increase of 
1,806,000 dols., or 5 per cent., over the previous year’s 


figures.

FRENCH POTASH SALTS PRODUCTION. 

The British Consul-General at Strasburg states that, 
according to a report issued by the Société Générale 
Alsacienne de Banque, Strasburg, the production of 
potash salts in the Haut Rhin potash mines during the 
first four months of the present year amounted to 
384,000 metric tons, as compared with 392,000 metric 
tons in the corresponding period of 1924, while the out- 
put of potash content was 103,700 and 96,300 metric 
tons respectively. 





BELGIAN SUGAR OUTPUT. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Brussels has 
forwarded information, as published in the ‘‘ Moniteur 
Belge,’’ according to which the output of Belgian sugar 
factories in May was 162,900 kilogs. and the production 
of refineries 12,259,108 kilogs., while total stocks at 
end of month amounted to 104,244,778 kilogs., con- 
sumption having been 11,146,751 kilogs. 





JUGO-SLAV CURRENCY REGULATIONS.

RE-REGISTRATION OF PATENTS, ETC., IN 
JAPAN. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 
22nd May, 1924 (page 615), and 13th November, 1924 
(page 551), on the subject of the re-registration of 
patents, trade-marks, etc., in Japan, the Acting British 
Commercial Counsellor at Tokio has furnished a 
translation of a Departmental Ordinance of the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry, published in the Japanese 
Official Gazette of 30th April, which amends the regula- 
tions relating to the re-registration of patent rights and 
the restoration of the registers destroyed at the time of 
the earthquake. 

In accordance with this new Ordinance it is now pos- 
sible to renew a “‘ pre-earthquake ”’ registration at any 
time upon payment of a small fee, although the original 
period laid down for such re-registration (gratis) ter- 
minated on 30th April last. The amendment is there- 
fore tantamount to an indefinite extension of the original 


period. 
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RESOURCES OF TONKIN, INDO-CHINA.

ARGENTINE COTTON PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Buenos Aires 
states that the total imports of cotton piece-goods into 
Argentina in 1924 amounted to 30,647,641 kilogs., as 
compared with 35,104,879 kilogs. in the previous year. 
The principal countries of origin of the imports were the 
United Kingdom, 13,983,110 kilogs.; Italy, 8,666,791 
kilogs.; and the United States 2,387,895 kilogs. and 
Spain 439,103 kilogs. Since 1921 the share of Italy has 


doubled in quantity. 





COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS’ SAMPLES IN 
CHILE. 


The British Vice-Consul at Santiago has drawn atten- 
tion to the fact that commercial travellers visiting Chile 
have experienced difficulty in connection with the 
recovery of their deposit in respect of Customs duty 
when leaving the country with their samples. 

On entering Chile it is necessary to make a deposit of 
the import duty properly leviable on the samples, or to 
furnish a bond for the amount due. In order to comply 
with the requirements of the Chilean Customs and 
avoid any difficulty in obtaining refund of the deposit 
or cancellation of the bond, the British Vice-Consul 
states that the following procedure’ should be 
followed :— 

1. A certificate should be obtained when leaving the 
previous country to the effect that the samples had been 
cleared from there. 

2. This certificate should be shown to the Chilean 
Customs when declaring the samples on entry into the 
country and fixing the bond. 

3. Notice of intention to remove the goods from the 
country should be given at the point where the traveller 
intends to leave Chile, and the corresponding certificate 
of re-embarkation obtained. 

4. Upon entering into the next country a certificate 
that the said goods proceeding from Chile have been 
received should be obtained and returned to the Chilian 
Customs House where the certificate of re-embarkation 
was given and the bond could then be recovered. 

5. These operations should be carried out through 
responsible representatives or Custom House agents.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 








TOWARDS STABILITY AND PROSPERITY. 


In his Report, dated March last, on the economic 
situation in Czechoslovakia, Mr. A. A. Adams, British 
Commercial Secretary at Prague, writes that the re- 
valuation of the Czech crown and the continuously suc- 
cessful policy of the Government banking office, which 
during the last two years (1923 and 1924) has maintained 
the international quotation fairly firmly stabilised on 
the dollar, led to the elimination of the weaker elements 
in industry. Improved financial facilities and a tighten- 
ng up of technical efficiency are the hall-marks of those 
surviving. In 1924 progress was more clearly visible 
than heretofore, and was demonstrated by the greater 
ease and confidence shown in business transactions 
throughout the year. Production increased notably, 
exports followed suit, imports rose, strikes diminished, 
employment bettered rapidly, bankruptcies decreased, 
and prices, both wholesale and retail, showed stability. 
The improvement of conditions in the Succession States, 
as well as in Germany, and the increased efficiency of 
transport in Central Europe helped in the return towards 
healthful and normal conditions in Czechoslovakia. 
The Government assisted the rehabilitation process by 
the conclusion of commercial treaties, the reduction of 
the coal tax, the announcement of economies in the ad- 
ministration, and the gradual reduction of Budget 
deficits. 

Previous to 1914 the city of Vienna drew towards 
itself a good deal of the financial business of Bohemia, 
but since the achievement of political independence there 
has been a tendency to dissociation from the financial 
hegemony of Vienna. Many of the Czech banking insti- 
tutions are now entirely independent of Viennese banks 
and have established branches and extended connections 
in the Balkan and Succession States. It seems likely 
that this trend will be followed further in the future. 
The presence of Czech banking institutions in customers’ 
countries means that easier credit conditions can be 
granted, and in the comparatively slow paying countries 
of Eastern Europe, where to some extent payments wait 
upon the harvests, such facilities are undoubtedly of 
considerable advantage to the Czech exporter. A few 
more years of sustained effort like the last two, coupled 
with energetic Government action in reducing expendi- 
ture, and consequently taxation, will see Czechoslovakia 
out of danger. 

Another hopeful sign is the gradual extension of the 
free import list and the reduction of import duties. The 
ecnclusion more especially of the commercial treaty with 
Austria, bringing with it as it did reciprocal reductions 
in import duties in both countries, means that prices of 
the goods affected will be reduced. Towards the end 
of the year there was a movement to increase the bank 
rate in order to bring Prague rates more into harmony 
with those ruling in Vienna and Buda-Pest. A certain 
fear seems to have grown that as Austria and Hungary 
both now enjoy the benefits of a practically stabilised 
currency liquid capital would tend to flow away from 
Prague towards those centres, attracted thereto by 
higher interest rates. On the other hand, the industrial 
interests press for cheap money; no uniform policy on 
this matter has as yet been reached in competent circles. 
The general march towards more prosperous economic 
conditions carries with it gradual increases in the pur: 
chasing power of the community, and therefore a possi- 
bility of absorbing more British-made goods, especially 


those of good quality. 


NATIONAL BANK oF ISSUE. 


A draft Bill to amend the Financial Law of 14th April, 
1920, in so far as regards the foundation of a Czecho- 
slovak bank of issue has been laid before Parliament. 
The capital of the new bank is fixed at 12 million dols., 
of which one-third will be taken up by the Government. 
The bank is to continue the policy of the banking office 
of stabilising the Czechoslovak crown on the basis of the 
American dollar, and this stabilisation is to be effected 
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with a 5 per cent. fluctuation on a rate of 290-303 cents 
equivalent to 100 kc. The formation of the new bank 
of issue will not affect in any way the currency situa- 
tion of the country, although it is probable that an 
issue of banknotes will in time replace the present State 
notes. ‘The bank will take over the existing buildings 
and offices of the banking office, and will presumably be 
stafled by the same people as hitherto. Provision is 
made, however, that two-thirds of the share capital will 
be subscribed by financial institutions and the outside 
public. These shareholders will thus be able to influence 
to some extent the policy of the bank, notwithstanding 
that the principal officers are to be appointed by the 
Government. The formation of the bank and the 
enunciation of the stabilisation policy on the above basis 
seems to be a half-way step to the acceptance of the 
present situation of the crown. The measure proposed 
contents itself with an approximate stabilisation of the 
external exchange. In the near future, however, the 

olicy of devalorisation of the crown will have to be 
settled, although there will certainly be a good deal of 
sentimental opposition to its revaluation on the basis of 
about 3 cents gold. 

At the present time the gold reserves of the banking 
office are revalued in crowns every month upon the basis 
of the average market price in dollars of the gold held, 
whereas the Bill now under consideration provides for 
a revaluation every quarter. This does not seem to be 
a very satisfactory method of valuation for the gold re- 
serves of the bank of issue, where a stable and rigid basis 
is desirable. The success of exchange stabilisation 
achieved by the banking office during more than two 
years and the gradual recovery in industry as well as 
in the general financial situation which has taken place 
concurrently would lead to the belief that any further 
manipulation of the currency question will be avoided, 
bringing as it would in its train disturbances in business 
and financial circles. For these reasons a policy of de- 
valorisation at or about the present exchange value of 


the crown seems indicated. 


BritTisH FINANCIAL INTERESTS. 


This year British banks have taken a larger interest 
than before in financing the sugar campaign owing to 
the funds of local banks being largely tied up in 
Treasury bills and the exceptional production of suyar. 
A number of important credits were opened to run for 
a maximum period of nine months from the original 
date of acceptance. They are to be repaid by the pro- 
ceeds of sugar shipments. The terms obtained for the 
accommodation are remunerative and the transaction 
may be regarded as well secured in spite of the fact that 
there has been a world over-production of sugar, causing 
a fall in prices since the credits were opened. 


INDUSTRIAL IMPROVEMENT. 


A record of continuous improvement during the year 
1924 is shown in certain of the principal industries of 
Czechoslovakia. The number of bankruptcies and 
arrangements with creditors diminished very consider- 
ably during the year, whilst the figures of unemploy- 
ment show a steady improvement in the general situa- 
tion since the winter of 1922-23. The number of work- 
ing days lost in 1924 will certainly show a decrease on 
1923, so that in all directions there is progress towards 
greater productive capacity. In general the manufac- 
turers are getting round to that point of organisation 
and efficiency in the conduct of their businesses which 
will enable them to compete with the products of other 
countries both in the geographical area of their old 
markets and in others. With an improved organisation 
and with new methods in many cases they are now pre- 
paring to defend their hold upon the markets of Central 
and South-Eastern Europe and to extend their opera- 
tions to new fields with vigour and determination. 
Complaints are made of the heavy taxation burden as 
well as of the cost of social legislation for the benefit of 
the working classes, but the general tendency towards 
a reduction of State expenditures may mean some relief 
in the amounts paid in taxation. On the other hand, 
actual money wages are low, reckoned in terms of gold, 
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even with the addition of allowances to the workers for 
the cost of living. In making any comparison, however, 
between wages in Czechoslovakia and Great Britain the 
difference in the efficiency scale of labour in the two 
countries should be borne in mind. 
As in general only some 20 per cent. of industrial 
products is consumed in the country itself, the effort to 
find export markets turns not only upon costs and 
uality but also to a considerable extent on facilities of 
credit and delivery as well as the technique of salesman- 
ship. To these matters a great deal of attention is being 
iven. Authoritative statements have been made to the 
effect that during 1924 many of the industries forced 
up production with the idea of reducing their overhead 
charges, and this necessitated sales in export markets 
which were not remunerative in the ordinary trade sense 
of the term. In other words, they were made at figures 
approaching cost of production. This would mean that 
although exports reached higher levels yet profits on the 
whole were less than might have been expected from 
the bulk of the production. No single one of the 
branches of industry has so far, according to its own 
statement, reached the full normal production capacity, 
so that there seems some ground for presuming that they 
have in fact encouraged production with a view to 
bringing into use as much of their plant as possible. 
Tke general level of production is satisfactory in view of 
the economic state of those countries which form the 
principal markets of Czechoslovak industries. 


TEXTILE INDUSTRIES. 


The improvement recorded in the various branches of 
the textile industry during 1923 was maintained during 
1924. The total value of the export of textiles for the 
year shows an increase of 60 per cent. over 1923.

In spite, however, of this general improvement in ex- 
ports, the situation of the Czechoslovak textile industries 
is still a difficult one. The cost of production is not yet 
properly adjusted to the present value of the crown, 
and this is due in part to the present scale of wages 
and in part to the high import duties placed on many 
raw materials used in connection with the industry. A 
thorough revision on systematic lines of the method of 
rating tariff coefficients is a desideratum, while taxes 
of all kinds are stated to be too high. It must be 
remembered that Czechoslovak production far exceeds 
the demands of the home market, so that a flourishing 
export trade is vital to the existence of the industry. 

As a whole, an increase in production was shown over 
1923, the mills working on an average of something over 
50 per cent. of pre-war capacity. The woollen branch 
of the industry was influenced very considerably by the 
continued rise in the prices of practically all classes of 
wool. One of the results of this rise in prices was to 
increase the amount of cotton worked up in the finished 
goods. In order to keep the cost of production as low 
as possible many firms seem to have worked whole time 
without being able to sell their goods at regular prices, 
and in consequence of this movement the woollen in- 
dustries of Moravia showed an employment ratio of 80 
per cent. of the normal. The chief markets for woollen 
goods are the Succession States, which in 1924 took about 
75 per cent. of the total exports. 

The production of cotton yarns was much larger than 
in 1923, owing in part to the demand of German users, 
and rose to nearly 90 per cent. of pre-war capacity. 
Out of three and a half million spindles 800,000 were 
working overtime in the early part of March, 1925, and 
an increase in the number of spindles is contemplated 
to cover orders in hand, many of the mills being booked 
up to next December. The increase in demand from 
Germany is apparently the result of the elimination of 
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the Alsatian cotton spinning mills. The improvement 
which set in in February, 1924, in the cotton goods 
branch continued throughout the year and brought up 
the average production to about 70 per cent. of pre- 
war. There was a good demand for printed coloured 
goods and active business was done with Austria during 
the first months of the year and with Hungary in the 
autumn. About one-third of the total export trade of 
the country is represented by textiles, and their import- 
ance to Czechoslovakia may be gauged from this fact. 
Statements have been published that the average of prices 
is only about 134 times pre-war, having come down to 
this figure from the average of 30 times prevailing in 
the autumn of 1921. Although the outlook for the 
industries is stated not to be very promising, owing not 
only to the rise in prices of wool but also to high taxation 
and the general shortage of money, yet weaving mills 
are at the same time supplied with orders up to the end 
of June and later. 


BritT1sH TRADE. 


The expansion of the market for British goods in 
Czechoslovakia is hampered by the system of import re- 
strictions and high duties. There are, however, distinct 
potentialities which are likely to develop, especially 
should at any time the import restrictions be abolished. 
In view of the extensive local industry the principal 
demand is likely to be mainly for raw and semi-manu- 
factured materials. There is, however, also a demand 
for finished articles of good quality. 

The following figures give the values of Czechoslovak 
imports and exports for the last five years :—

Great Britain’s principal exports to Czechoslovakia 
are wool and woollen yarns, cotton yarns and goods, 
iron and steel, machinery, colonial goods, metals and 
metal goods, vehicles, and flax and jute with their pro- 
ducts, as well as silk. The import of cotton yarns is 
predominantly British, as well as that of certain classes 
of cotton prints and fine woollen goods. British trade 
with Czechoslovakia seems susceptible of development in 
the above articles and also in chemicals, spices, oils, fats 
and rubber goods. Other articles mentioned by various 
business men of Prague as likely to command a sale in 
this country include electrical machinery, floorcloth, 
linoleums, silverware, motor-cars and motor-cycles. As 
a rule more than half the British trade with Czecho- 
slovakia is in textiles. In this trade, as also in textile 
machinery, including spinning machinery, Germany is 
stated to be the most powerful competitor. In electrical 
machinery Switzerland and Germany are both serious 
rivals. There are, however, opportunities for the 
increase of British exports to Czechoslovakia in many 
classes of goods, especially as our principal competitors 
at the present moment are unable to guarantee quick 
delivery. 

For various reasons the importance of Czechoslovakia 
as a market for British goods tends to be overlooked. 
It is generally assumed that as Czechoslovakia is a highly 
industrialised country there is no market for British 
manufactured goods. This industrialisation, however, 
results in a demand for high-class goods such as are not 
produced to any extent locally, and the demand for 
which would not arise if it were purely an agricultural 
country. The taste of the consumer has been educated 
up to the point of being able to appreciate differences in 
quality even in such goods as boots and shoes. For 
instance, French and American boots and shoes are sold 
in a few of the best shops in Prague and command a 
ready sale notwithstanding the fact that Czechoslovakia 
produces immense quantities of these articles. Thus the 
British exporter is not confronted with a demand for

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absolutely the lowest-priced article. There is a certain 
tempering in the quality of the demand which shades off 
into a preference for better quality goods even at a 
higher price. 

Before the war trade with Bohemia was carried on 
through Vienna, where orders were placed, though the 
goods were often consigned direct, especially in the case 
of yarns and machinery required for the Bohemian textile 
industry. Since the break-up of the Austro-Hungarian 
Monarchy much of the trade has been diverted from 
Vienna to Prague, and to-day a fair proportion of British 
trade with Bohemia is being done direct. British 
finance has given effect to a progressive policy not only 
by marketing the first Czechoslovak foreign loan but 
also by the ready advance of commercial credits to 
facilitate Czechoslovak imports and exports. 

In a similar direction Anglo-Czechoslovak co-opera- 
tion has extended to re-insurance, and a good many of 
the local insurance companies now do this in London. 

During 1923 arrangements were made by several 
British firms to have their products manufactured under 
licence in Czechoslovakia, and it is likely that this system 
will be further extended in the future with the object 
of removing the obstacles of Customs duties and import 
restrictions, and possibly covering the Balkan markets 
from Czechoslovakia. The most important of such 
arrangements cover steam wagons, electric motors, air- 
craft, automatic telephones and radio apparatus. The 
contract for the extension of the Prague municipal gas- 
works has been awarded to a combination of British and 
French concerns, and a demand for gas fires, cookers and 
meters may be anticipated. Power schemes, the 
electrification of the railways and road improvements 
provide possible opportunities for British trade. 

Direct trade with Great Britain shows an extremely 
large credit balance in favour of Czechoslovakia, which 
is a consideration not to be lost sight of by British 
traders, implying as it does that, so long as the sugar 
crop shows fair prospects, there will always be a certain 
flow of British money with which Czechoslovak customers 
will be able to pay their accounts. As an industrial 
country, in addition to raw materials and semi-manufac- 
tured goods and machinery, Czechoslovakia also requires 
foodstuffs and colonial goods. The market for such 
articles as tinned provisions and whisky is expanding, 
whilst large quantities of tea, coffee and colonial pro- 
duce are being purchased from the United Kingdom. 
The British treaty with Czechoslovakia contains the 
most-favoured-nation clause.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, has cabled as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during the 
week ended 2lst June :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 22nd June.—Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Lower Burma on six days; in Upper 
Burma, Chota Nagpur, South Hyderabad and Bengal on 
three days; in Konkan, United Provinces, east North 
Punjab, Central Provinces and Malabar on two days; 
and in North-West United Provinces, North Rajputana, 
east Central Provinces, Central India, east Bihar and 
Orissa, Kumaon Hills, west Malabar, Madras Deccan, 
Assam and Mysore on one day. Elsewhere rainfall was 
local. Both monsoon branches were normally active 
over the country on 21st June. 

Crops.—Bihar and Orissa, 19th June.—Standing 
crops, especially sugar cane, are doing well. More rain 
is needed. Bengal, 17th June.—The condition and 
prospects of standing crops are satisfactory. Punjab, 
15th June.—There has been light rain, except in the 
west.

CANADIAN POULTRY FARMING, 


According to the Canadian Official Press Bureau in 
London, the production of eggs in Canada increased 
from 202,185,508 dozen, valued at £9,500,000, in 1923, 
to 212,648,685 dozen, valued at well over £10,000,000, 
last year. 

Exports of eggs from Canada in 1924 amounted to 
2,619,356 dozen, worth £280,000, an increase in value 
of nearly £100,000 over the previous year. 

British Columbia is one of the principal poultry 
provinces. New settlers in the southern portion fre- 
quently combine poultry raising with fruit growing. 





SOUTH AFRICAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner in London for the Union of 
South Africa reports that, according to cable advice 
received from the Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, 
the following boxes of fruit were dispatched during the 
week ended 13th June to United Kingdom and Conti- 
nental ports :—Oranges, 20,817; naartjes, 6,976; pines, 
6,414; raisins, 4,150; prunes, 2,450; sultanas, 1,678; 
grape fruit, 1,667; dried apricots, 1,050; dried peaches, 
50; and apples, 32. There were also shipped 121 bags 
of dried grapes.

FOREIGN SAMPLES EXHIBITION AT

Many firms 
found them extremely useful, however, as showing the 
shapes of tools demanded. 

The respective collections were accompanied by excel- 
lent reports, and valuable information was extracted 
from these by many manufacturers. Many requests 
were also received for the loan of foreign trade 
catalogues. 

The Secretary of the Sheffield Chamber of Commerce 
collaborated with the Department of Overseas Trade in 
promoting the success of the exhibition.

BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
TORONTO. 

While there has been no remarkable improvement in 
general business, it seems to be admitted that any develop- 
ments in trade and industry have been of a favourable 
character. Manufacturers of a number of lines are now 
busier than for some time, the improved conditions in the 
West being reflected in the larger orders placed. Knitting 
mills have received a fair number of orders on Western 
account; makers of farm equipment anticipate an active 
summer, especially in regard to dairy supplies and barn 
outfitting, while the increased constructional activity now 
under way and forecast is creating a considerable market 
for hardware and builders’ supplies. The steel trades are 
active, the textile industry is improving, and automobile 
manufacturers are busy. For the first quarter of the year 
the total output of cars amounted to 38,720, or about the 
same number as last year. It is confidently expected that 
the re-imposition of the McKenna duties will benefit this 
industry considerably. In newsprint, chemical and 
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mechanical pulp activity that has been enjoyed for some 
time past continues; prices remain firm and all grades are 
in good demand. Some divergence of opinion appears to 
be shown by wholesale traders in regard to present condi- 
tions, though the majority are quite ready to affirm that 
business is on a sounder basis and has made progress over 
last year. A recurrence of unseasonable weather in April 
undoubtedly affected trade as a whole, but it is expected 
that summer sales will increase business substantially. 
Retail trade has been reasonably active, and there has been 
little evidence of a lack of money. The adverse weather 
had, of course, some effect on the sale of seasonable goods, 
but reports generally seem to show that there is small 
reason for complaint. 

The general volume of car loadings affords a good index 
of the business turnover of the country, and it is, therefore, 
interesting to note that there has been a recovery from the 
sharp fall experienced at the end of last year. During the 
first quarter of 1925 the volume of loadings did not fall 
far short of the peak attained during the first quarter of 
last year. 


DOMINION’S FoREIGN TRADE IN 1924-25. 


Details of the trade of Canada for the fiscal year 1924-25 
indicate an improvement in the Dominion’s trade balance. 
There was a decrease in imports in comparison’ with 
1923-24 during every month, while exports steadily in- 
creased. The net result was a favourable balance of 
272,134,542 dols. as against one of 151,984,189 dols. in the 
previous year. Taking the figures for the past year in 
detail, there was an increase of 23,716,297 dols. in exports 
and a decline of 96,434,056 dols. in imports, the former 
totalling 1,069,067,353 dols. and the latter 796,932,811 dols. 
Imports from the United Kingdom declined more than two 
million dols. to 151,100,822 dols, and those from the United 
States over 91 million dols. to 510,003,256 dols. Thus the 
United Kingdom ’s proportion of the total import trade in- 
creased although in actual value it was less than in 1923-24. 
Kkxports to the United Kingdom increased by more than 
339 million dols. to 395,850,982 dols., making the total 
advance in Canada’s balance of trade against the United 
Kingdom nearly 38 million dols. Exports to the United 
States declined 13} million dols. to 417,457,171 dols., and 
the balance of trade against Canada is still in the neigh- 
bourhood of 100 million dols. 


WHOLESALE PricEs, EMPLOYMENT AND BUILDING. 


The index number of wholesale prices computed by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics and weighted according to 
the commercial importance of the 236 commodities included, 
fell 5°1 points in April to 156°5 from 161°6 in March. 

There was a slight increase in employment at the begin- 
ning of April, according to 5,830 firms, who reported an 
aggregate pay-roll of 718,524 persons to the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics; on Ist March they employed 718,162 
workers. The improvement, though not pronounced, is 
especially interesting because in the past four years em- 
ployment has shown a decline at that time of the year. The 
index number on Ist April, 1925, stood at 87°2, as com- 
pared with 87-0 in the preceding month, and with 89°3 on 
Ist April, 1924, 87-6 in 1923, 80°6 in 1922, and 84°1 in 1921. 
The outstanding changes in the situation were marked ~ 
gains in manufacturing and heavy seasonal contractions in 
logging. Other industries showed a fairly upward move- 
ment. 

An increase of over 90 million dols. in the value of con- 
templated new construction in Canada took place during 
the first four months of this year, the total value being 
924 063,100 dols., as against 133,189,100 dols for the same 
period of 1924. The volume of contemplated work reported 
since the opening of the year is so far ahead of last year 
that the outlook is distinctly promising. In previous years 
approximately 70 per cent. of the work reported as con- 
templated has been proceeded with, and it is reasonable to 
expect that that ratio will hold good this year. 


Putp AND Parer Exports. 


Canadian exports of pulp and paper in the first three 
months of the year were valued at 38,583,154 dols., as com- 
pared with 36,567,472 dols. in the corresponding quarter 
of 1924, or an increase of 2,015,682 dols. The value of the 
paper exported was 27,059,549  dols., compared with 
96,366,136 dols. and of pulp 11,523,605 dols. against 
10,201,336 dols. Pulpwood exports in the first quarter 
amounted to 475,101 cords valued at 4,444,876 dols., as 
compared with 407,114 cords valued at 3,843,160 dols. in 


the first three months of 1924.

TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


(From the Officer in Charge for H.M. Trade Commissioner. ) 
NATROBI. 
The trade returns for the quarter under review reveal a 


satisfactory state of affairs inasmuch as both imports and 
exports show a decided increase over the figures for the first 


quarter of 1924. Imports during the first three months of 


this year were valued at £547,101, as compared with £408,434 
in the corresponding period of last year, while exports 
reached a total of £645,204 and £491,077 respectively. The 
following table shows the quantities of the chief domestic 
exports during the periods January-March, 1925 and 1924 :—

The increase in the quantity of cotton exported gives cause 
for satisfaction, while the re-awakening of the trade in hides 
and skins is shown by the figures in the above table. It is 
not considered that the decrease skown in the coffee exports 
will be continued throughout the year, and it is expected 
that the June quarter’s figures will reverse the present 
adverse balance of this product.

ESTHONIA. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN APRIL. 


(From the British Consul. ) 
REVAL, 
According to the returns of the Esthonian Central Statis- 
tical Bureau the foreign trade during April, as was the case 
in the previous month, showed a balance against Esthonia. 
Imports amounted to 846,878,050 Esthonian marks, and 
exports to 619,306,360 E.mks., as against 794,012,000 E.mks 
and 630,701,000 E.mks. respectively in March. The value of 
the chief imports and exports during the month under 
review are shown in the following table :—

The chief sources of supply of the imports were :—Ger. 
many 249°8 million E.mks., the United States 232:0 million 
E.mks., the United Kingdom 79:6 million E.mks., Egypt 
45°0 million E.mks., and Latvia, 34°3 million E.mks. The 
imports from Germany covered a wide range. United States 
supplied grain and flour, and cotton was the chief import 
from Egypt. As regards exports Germany’s share amounted 
to 189°4 million E.mks., the United Kingdom’s 92°7 million 
E.mks., the Soviet Union’s 88°1 million E.mks., while Latvia 
and France supplied goods to the value of 66°5 million 
E.mks. and 566 million E.mks. respectively. The chief ex- 
ports to Germany were butter and dairy produce, while the 
Soviet Union took a quantity of paper. 
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FINLAND. 





THE CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT IN 1924. 


The co-operative movement, with the active support of the 
Government, continues to develop, especially in farming 
and agriculture, states the British Consul at Helsingfors in 
his Report on the Economic, Financial and Industrial Con- 
ditions of Finland. One of the most important co- 
operative associations in Finland is that of the 
co-operative dairies, which, since the law was _ passed 
by the Diet in 1901 regulating and defining’ the 
aims and constitution of co-operative societies in Finland, 
have grown from 28 dairies with 2,400 members to 
510 dairies with about 52,000 members. The production 
of the Finnish co-operative dairies is said to amount at 
present to about 12 million kilogs. of butter and two million 
kilogs. of cheese per annum. About 30 to 35 per cent. of 
the butter produced is consumed in the country and some 
65 to 70 per cent. is shipped abroad, principally to the 
United Kingdom. Only about 15 per cent. of the total pro- 
duction of cheese is consumed by the local population, while 
85 per cent. is exported. In 1905 the co-operative dairies, 
in order to encourage dairy farming and the sale of 
their products, founded the Central Co-operative Butter 
Export Association known under the name of Valio, which 
has become the largest concern for the export of butter in 
Finland, and now represents 338 co-operative dairies. 
Another co-operative butter export association is the Centra- 
landelslaget Enigheten, founded by the Swedish-speaking 
districts in Ostrobothnia, which includes 18 co-operative 
dairies. 

Various other co-operative associations exist, viz.: co- 
operative credit societies for the purpose of supplying 
financial help to the co-operative organisations; societies 
dealing in machinery for dairies, sawmills and flour mills 
and agricultural and farming implements; the Finnish Live 
Stock Central Co-operative Society, founded by 14 live stock 
co-operatives; the Central Egg Export Association, which is 
a concern consisting of 14 egg co-operative societies; and the 
Central Organisation of Co-operative Forestry Societies, the 
membership of which consists of 452 co-operative societies 
and 8,048 individual members. 





FRANCE. 





FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-MAY. 


(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 


The statistics of French foreign trade compiled by the 
Customs Department show that the value of French imports 
during the first five months of 1925 amounted to 15,845 
million francs as against 16,673 million frs. in the first five 
months of last year—a decrease of 828 million frs.—and 
that of exports to 18,117 million frs. compared with 18,358 
million frs.—a decrease of 241 million frs. 

As regards imports, foodstuffs showed a decline of 404 
million frs. and raw materials one of 473 million frs. 
Exports of foodstuffs fell by 315 million frs., whereas those 
of manufactured articles rose by nearly two million frs., 
and parcel post’ exports by 51 million frs. During the 
period under review visible exchanges showed a favourable 
balance of 2,272 million frs., as against 1,685 million frs. in 
the first five months of 1924. 

As regards weight, imports in the first five months of 
1925 amounted to 18,918,000 tons, compared with 23,526,000 
tons in the corresponding period of 1924, a decrease of 
4,608,000 tons; exports totalled 12,609,000 tons as against 
11,243,000 tons, an increase of 1,366,000 tons. Imports 
of raw materials fell by close on four million tons and 
those of foodstuffs by 532,000 tons, but exports of raw 
materials rose by 1,323,000 tons, and those of manufactured 
articles by 93,000 tons. 





GERMANY. 





COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY IN MAY. 


(From the British Commercial Secretary. ) 


BERLIN. 


The following review of the commercial and industrial 
situation in Germany during May is based on the reports 
of the Prussian Chambers of Commerce. 

The situation generally remained without material 
change throughout the month. Production continued on 
about the same level; the labour situation improved, but 
the crisis in the Ruhr mining industry was not overcome. 
International shipping freights, the position of inland 
shipping, of shipbuilding and the rolling stock industry 
continued to cause anxiety. Foreign competition makes 
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itself particularly felt in Rhine shipping. During the 
month there was a further decline in share quotations, 
but a revival occurred in building, and the favourable 
development in the potash, motor-car, and electro-technical 
industries continued. Legislative work in connection with 
taxation and import duties progressed, and it may be 
anticipated that commerce and industry will be freed from 
some of their burdens. 


MINING INDUSTRIES. 


Coal.—The chief cause of the sales crisis in the Ruhr 
coal mining industry is the bad general economic situation. 
In spite of the considerable reduction of output, the markel 
cannot even absorb the smaller quantities. The coal on 
the dumps had increased by about 300,000 tons by 25th 
May; there must be added the quantities in the depdts of 
the syndicate, so that there was an unsold stock of between 
9 and 10 million tons of coal. The number of shifts lost 
owing to absence of demand was 295,700 between Ist and 
25th May as against 313,436 between Ist and 25th April. 
The figures for May do not, however, indicate better occu- 
pation, the smaller number of idle shifts being due to the 
large number of workmen who had been dismissed. In 
addition, there is a strong migration of skilled workers 
from the mines to the building industry, as, in view of the 
new wages agreement in the latter, more money is to be 
earned there than at mining. 

After long and tedious negotiations the new coal syndi- 
cate contract was concluded on 5th May for a period of 
five years. Among its chief provisions are:—(1) The sales 
participation of mixed and pure mines is curtailed by 
50 per cent.; (2) the mixed mines have the right to deliver 
to their blast furnaces, etc., a minimum of 51 per cent. 
of their participation figure; (3) the quantities of participa- 
tion have been duly fixed, and they may be increased only 
if new double shaft pits are subsequently opened. 

For the purposes of sales the world has been divided 
into a competitive area and a non-competitive area. To the 
former belong all foreign countries, Hamburg and Ger- 
many east of the Elbe with the exception of the Berlin and 
Magdeburg districts. The remainder of Germany, including 
Berlin and Magdeburg, is the non-competitive area. The 
sales in the competitive area may, according to the syndi- 
cate contract, be effected not only by the syndicate com- 
panies, but also by the companies of the individual mines 
and by independent coal merchants. 

Potash.—Sales amounted to 74,000 tons as against 66,800 
in April. Foreign orders were plentiful, and it is con- 
sidered that the conclusion of the negotiations with the 
Alsatian mines has led to this improvement in export busi- 
ness. Wages increased by 9 per cent. 


IRon TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Iron.—All the large iron works continued to complain 
about the financial situation and the railway rates. The 
reduced freight for shipbuilding material and for coal is 
welcomed, but is not considered sufficient, particularly in 
view of the advantages which the Belgians and French 
enjoy, both in respect of railway rates and of costs of pro- 
duction. 

There was a sufficient supply of Siegerland and Swedish 
ores. Deliveries of Wabana ores also commenced. On the 
other hand minette-is not being bought on account of a 
recent increase in its price and of the cost of railway trans- 
port. The price of scrap iron varied, and by the middle 
of the month was 10 per cent. lower than in April, as 
buyers were holding back. Business in pig iron was also 
quieter, only absolutely necessary quantities being pur- 
chased, but prices were maintained. There was a certain 
revival in rolled iron towards the end of April owing to 
the favourable influence exercised by the formation of the 
A-products combine. Export business generally continued 
very quiet and prices dropped further. 

On the Upper Silesian iron market wages were increased 
by 7 per cent. and a reduced tariff (7c.) for ore from Stettin 
to Upper Silesia was introduced. Business fell off and 
blast furnaces were compelled to diminish their output 
still further, so that only six out of 15 were still working, 
and even their production could not be completely disposed 
of. 

In Rhineland and Westphalia metal rolling works were 
occupied on old orders, but new ones were not being re- 
ceived. The position in Solingen small iron and _ steel 
goods was particularly unfavourable during May, as they 
are dependent upon export for the bulk of production, but 
competitors have grown in strength in all industrial coun- 
tries, so that Solingen products are being excluded from 
some markets and have to meet stiffer competition in others. 


MACHINERY, SHIPBUILDING AND Motor VEHICLES. 


Machinery.—Business declined, and the home market, 
which had hitherto been good, showed indications of a 
change for the worse, and it is feared that the purchases 
which had been partly financed by foreign credits will 
cradually cease. The locomotive and railway wagon 
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branches are in a particularly bad way and certain works 
are contemplating their complete abolition. There was a 
slight revival in the manufacture of agricultural machinery 
in anticipation of a good harvest 

Shipbuilding.—No change occurred in the bad conditions 
from which shipbuilding has been suffering, but it is 
hoped that one or two yards may benefit by the credit of 
six million marks which has been granted to the deep sea 
and herring fishers for replacements of their fleets. 

Motor Vehicles.—The position of the motor-car industry 
continues satisfactory and in some cases even good. The 
demand for motor ploughs and tractors became more brisk. 
In both branches, however, it is impossible to effect sales 
for cash, it being usual to make a first payment of 20 to 
25 per cent., and to pay the remainder monthly in bills of 
from 12 to 15 months; farmers ask for even longer credit. 


CHEMICALS AND ELECTRO-TECHNICS. 


There was no improvement in the chemical industry, 
conditions of production and sale remaining unsatisfactory. 
Home orders for the electro-technical industry continued 
on the same level as during April, and it seems probable 
that this industry has now reached the summit of its 
boom, but the uncertainty as to the future makes the 
framing of a plan of production extremely difficult. Foreign 
orders were insufficient. 


TEXTILE INDUSTRIES. 

In view of the postponement of the wool auctions in 
London and Australia at the beginning of May business in 
the wool trade was at acomplete standstill. In consequence 
of the decline in price of raw materials and finished goods 
prospects of wool weavers and spinners are not favourable, 
although they are still able to keep their works fully 
occupied. The situation in the linen industry became 
worse; there were numerous failures, the shortage of money 
was making ‘tself felt increasingly, and delays in payment 
were more frequent. Only linen weavers are still fully 
occupied in executing old orders. 

The fall in prices at the London wool auctions had a 
very unfavourable effect upon the cloth industry, particu- 
larly as the future price of wool appears to be still quite 
uncertain. <A large number of buyers expected a drop in 
the price of cloth to follow, while manufacturers pointed 
out that the business concluded during the last few months 
in anticipation of a decline in wool prices had already dis- 
counted the latter. 

There was practically no change in the wholesale cotton 
goods trade. The occupation of the silk industry was satis- 
factory, and there was a lively demand for all types of 
crépe stuffs. The introduction of the British silk duties 
will be a heavy blow to the German silk industry, par- 
ticularly to manufacturers of materials for ties, who have 
up to the present effected good sales to the United Kingdom: 
they still have large British orders on hand, but in every case 
the proviso has been added that delivery must be made before 
the duty comes into force. 


MISCELLANEOUS INDUSTRIES. 


Glass.—There was no appreciable change in the hollow 
and sheet glass industries during May. Works had suf- 
ficient orders and were well occupied. The cost of pro- 
duction had gone up owing to increase in wages, but it 
has not yet been possible to alter prices accordingly. 

Paper.—Business has declined. There are few orders and 
new ones are only coming in slowly. 

Margarine.—Prices for animal fats showed little change, 
but those of vegetable fats and edible oils rose considerably. | 
Several margarine factories had to be closed in the Berlin 
area, and in Cologne also the situation deteriorated, but 
employment in the Altona and Crefeld districts was very 
good. In some places the sale of margarine was interfered 
with by an over-supply of fresh butter. 

Sugar.—There was hardly any change in the price of 
sugar during May. A fair number of enquiries for sugar 
of the next crop were received. There had been a tem- 
porary improvement in foreign markets, but these were 
influenced by reports of an increased crop in Cuba, and 
German sellers were therefore compelled to accept lower 
offers. An enquiry into this year’s cultivation of beet 
showed that there is an increase of about 4 per cent. in 
the whole of Germany. Plants are for the most part doing 


well. 





MACHINERY INDUSTRY CONDITIONS. 


(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
CoLoGne. 


According to the ‘* Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung ’”’ ihe 
Association of German Machine Works reports’ that 
enquiries and orders having decreased, employment 
during May—with a few exceptions—was more un- 
favourable than in the preceding months. The number 
of works which were well or sufficiently employed declined 
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by 10 per cent., while the number of those complaining of 
bad business increased by 50 per cent. In estimating the 
employment of works it should be taken into consideration 
that most of them are not employed to their full capacity, 
the number of workers having been reduced by an average 
of 30 per cent. 

Export business during the past few months has been at 
a very low level, and of the total orders received by the 
German machine industry not more than 20 per cent. have 
fallen to exports, whereas in previous years export orders 
accounted for some 25 or 30 per cent. of the total received. 
The machine building industry has therefore recently be- 
come more and more dependent upon the home market, and 
the adverse effect of the decline in home orders is corre- 
spondingly greater. 

Among those suffering from the aloofness of the large 
works are particularly those firms manufacturing power 
engines, plant for the mining industry, for smelting, steel 
and rolling mills, machine tools, etc. 





NETHERLANDS. 





COMPETITIVE EXPORTS IN 1924. 


The British Commercial Secretary at The Hague, in his 
Report on the Economic, Financial and Industrial Condi- 
tions in the Netherlands, states that the values of some of 
the principal exports during the year under review were as 
shown in the following table. The values and the shares

COCHIN-CHINA. 





THE STAR ANISEED INDUSTRY. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Saigon states that 
there is a considerable trade in star aniseed between Cochin- 
China and Europe and China. This littke known vegetable 
product, which grows in North Tonkin (around Langson), 
yields a star-shaped fruit with an aromatic flavour from 
which is distilled a volatile oil. The oil is used in the pre- 
paration of certain medicines on account of its stimulating 
properties, and also in the preparation of certain liquors. 
The average yield of a single tree is 55 Ibs. of fruit yearly. 
Unfortunately, for this industry, however, the trees require 
considerable attention, which the natives seem disinclined 
to give, save when the fruit is in demand and realises a 
higher price than usual. 

In addition to the manufacture of oil, a certain quantity of 
the fruit is dried in the sun and exported, principally to 
Hong Kong and Canton. In 1922 certain French firms in 
Tonkin exported to France 23 tons of the dried fruit, while 
Chinese firms in Tonkin sent 434 tons to Hong Kong, the 
chief market. From the latter port shipments are made to

The exports of pepper during the first three months of this 
year amounted to 384,708 kilogs., a very considerable decline

of 1924, viz., 978,310 kilogs. This decline is due in a 
measure to the fall in exports to the Straits Settlements and 
Europe. Usually the bulk of the pepper goes to France, 
where its entry is favoured by a special tariff. 

Pepper is grown in the west of Cochin-China and the 
adjoining districts in Cambodia. Cultivation has also re- 
cently been commenced in the east of Cochin-China, 
Southern Annam and Laos, but the plantations are not yel 
fully developed. A well-tended pepper plantation continues 
productive for upwards of thirty years. The value of the 
annual yield of the plantations in Cochin-China and Cam- 
bodia is estimated at about £90,000. A single harvest pro- 
duces about 3,000 tons of pepper. The following table gives 
the shares of the chief recipients of pepper during the firs!

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 





GROWTH OF EXPORTS OF MANUFACTURES. 


Manufactures formed more than two-thirds of the mer- 
chandise exported from the United States in April, the latest 
month for which official figures are announced. Finished 
manufactures, states the ‘‘ Trade Record ’’ of The National 
City Bank of New York, were 43°6 per cent. of the total ex- 
ports of April, semi-manufactured material 15°5 per cent., 
and manufactured foodstuffs 10°2 per cent., making the 
aggregate of factory products 69°3 per cent, of the total 
exports. 

This large percentage which manufactures of various sorts 
formed of United States exports, remarks the ‘‘ Trade Re- 
cord,’’ is the more interesting when compared with the 
record of earlier years. The share which finished manufac- 
tures formed of the total exports in April, 1925, was, as above 
indicated, 43°6 per cent., against 31'1 per cent. in the fiscal 
year 1913-14, 24:2 per cent. in 1900, 15°7 per cent. in 1890, 
and 11:3 per cent. in 1880. Exports of finished manufactures 
in the calendar year 1924 were 1,588,183,000 dols., against 
628,909,678 dols. in the fiscal year 1913-14, the 1924 figures 
being more than double those of 1913-14, all of which pre- 
ceded the opening of the world war. 


The increase in the exports of manufactures, comparing 
the calendar year 1924 with 1913-14, occurred chiefly in 
cotton manufactures, automobiles, copper, iron and steel, 
refined mineral oils, and lumber. The value of cotton 
manufactures exported in 1924 was 133 million dols., againsi 
50 million dols. in 1913-14; automobiles and tyres 147 
million dols., against 32 million dols.; lumber, 78 million 
dols., against 40 million dols.; copper 138 million dols., 
against 116 million dols.; and refined mineral oils, 391,896,000 
dols., against 134,942,000 dols. Exports of the six great 
groups, iron and steel manufactures, cotton manufactures, 
copper, lumber, automobiles and tyres, and refined mineral 
oil aggregated 1,109 million dols. in 1924, against 573,738,000 
dols. in 1913-14, having thus practically doubled in the ten- 
year period, while the value of finished manufactures as a 
whole exported in 1924 is slightly more than double that of 
1913-14. 

This growth in the exports of manufactures has occurred 
especially in the trade with the non-manufacturing world, 
notably Latin America, Asia, Oceania, and Africa. The 1924 
exports to Latin America were 770 million dols., against 282 
million dols in the fiscal year 1913-14, to Asia and Oceania 
671 million dols., against 176 million dols in the calendar 
year 1914, and to Africa 70 million dols, against 25 million 
dols. in 1914; manufactures form the bulk of American 
exports to all these non-manufacturing sections of the globe.

SHIPPING AT PORTS IN 1924. 

During the year under review 7,767 vessels with a tonnage 
of 3,473,186 entered the various Finnish ports as compared 
with 7,647 vessels with a tonnage of 3,459,573 during 1928, 
states the British Consul at Helsingfors. The vessels cleared 
from the ports during 1924 and 1923 numbered 7,243 of 
3,473,206 tons and 7,450 of 3,459,211 respectively. It is of 
interest to note that the tonnage of British vessels at Hel- 
singfors during the navigation season of 1924 showed a 
considerable increase as compared with the preceding 
season, though its relative percentage is still small, being 
only 3 per cent. of the total tonnage of vessels of all 
nationalities. The number of British vessels that visited 
the port in 1924 was 23, of an aggregate of 25,546 registered 
tons, as against 11, of 15,884 tons, in the previous year. 
The total number of vessels of all nationalities that entered 
the port was 1,110, of an aggregate tonnage of 850,146, 
which included 368 Finnish vessels of a combined tonnage 
of 244,873, 335 German vessels of 214,651 tons, and 117 
Swedish of 110,145 tons.

SHIPPING TRAFFIC AT HAMBURG IN MAY. 
(From the Acting British Consul-General. ) 
HAMBURG. 

As compared with April there was an increase of 248,556 
tons in the tonnage entering with cargo at Hamburg in-May, 
and an advance of 7,998 tons in the shipping cleared with 
cargo. 

The British shipping in May was 213 vessels of 447,799 
tons entered and 215 vessels of 443,585 tons cleared, as 
against 206 vessels of 403,309 tons entered and 209 vessels 
of 421,348 tons cleared respectively in April. German ton- 
nage entered in May amounted to 613,468 tons, against 
192,165 tons, and the German clearances to 579,407 tons, 
compared with 560,519 tons in April 





LATVIA. 





HARBOUR AND PORT WORKS. 


The British Consul at Riga in his Report on 
kconomic and Industrial Conditions in Latvia states 
that in addition to smaller harbours used = only 
by coastal vessels, Latvia possesses three large ports 
-Riga, Libau, and Windau. The port of Riga is 
very extensive; the most important section lies in the 
vicinity of the town, but loading and discharging berths 
extend for about 15 miles from Riga to the mouth of the 
Dvina, and are used for shipping timber or discharging 
coal. The Customs yards, grain elevator, and other impor- 
tant establishments connected with the import trade, are 
situated at the town quay, at which vessels up to 20 feet 
draught are able to discharge; larger vessels moor at 
Muhlgraben (near the mouth of the river). There are four 
large sheds in the Customs yard, and ample warehouse 
accommodation in the vicinity of the harbour. The docks 
are connected with the main railway by branch lines, and 
goods can be transported from the ship’s side direct to 
ussia. During last year 2,217 vessels with a tonnage of 
854,474 entered, and 2,185 vessels with a tonnage of 843,659 
were cleared from Riga. These figures record a very con- 
siderable advance as compared with 1923. 

British shipping in Riga does not reach the pre-war 
figures, but a steady increase is noticeable: 125 British 
steamers visited the port last year as compared with 111 
and 55 respectively in the two previous years.

With the exception of some six to eight weeks in 
February-March the port of Riga is usually open to shipping 
throughout the year. Prior to the war, with the assistance 
of powerful ice-breakers, it was possible to keep the port 
open for practically the whole year, and an order has now 
been placed with a British firm for the building of an ice- 
breaker of 2,800 registered tons and 2,500 h.p. by the aid 
of which it is hoped to keep the port open to shipping 
continually. 

Libau.—The port of Libau in normal years is not closed 
by ice. The harbour is rather smaller than that of Riga, 
but the facilities allow of approximately the same quantity 
of goods being handled. Libau has various advantages over 
the other ports, in particular a dry dock. There is ample 
warehouse accommodation and railway communication 
with Riga, Lithuania, and Germany. The present normal 
gauge line does not permit direct communication with 
North Latvia, Esthonia, and Russia, but it is proposed to 
build a Russian gauge line allowing of direct communica- 
tion, and making unnecessary the unloading and reloading 
of railway waggons. The entrance to the harbour is some- 
what impeded by sunken vessels, but these are known to 
pilots and navigators, and do not present any danger to 
shipping in ordinary weather. 

Windau.—Although small, Windau harbour is of import- 
ance for winter shipping, as it is open all the year round 
and can accommodate vessels of moderate size. There are 
spacious stores for grain, coal, and timber, and a Russian 
gauge line connects the port with Mitau, Riga and the 
northern and eastern Latvian districts and _ Russia. 

Throughout the year a brisk timber trade is carried on, 
while during the closure of the port of Riga, Latvian im- 
ports and exports pass largely through Windau. Dredging 
operations are carried on almost continually to prevent the 
formation of a bar at the entrance to the harbour, as north- 
westerly winds and currents tend to pile up a sandbank of 
considerable dimensions.

IRON AND STEEL OUTPUT.

TORONTO. 


The production of pig iron in Canada in the four months 
ended April was 181,805 tons as compared with 285,155 tons 
during the same period of last year. 

Production of steel ingots and castings in the first four 
months of the year was 260,307 tons, as compared with 
311,386 tons in the same period of 1924; this output was 
made up of 253,808 tons of steel ingots and 6,499 tons steel 
castings. Ingots thus marked a decline of 13 per cent. 
and castings a fall of 52 per cent. from the 298,045 and 
13,341 tons respectively produced during January-April last 
year.

CHEMNITZ TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 


(From the Acting British Consul.) 
LEIPzIG. 


According to the “‘ Dresdner Anzeiger,’’ the situation in 
the Chemnitz textile industry has changed but little in 
the past weeks. Cotton spinners have received orders for 
short delivery, and weavers have enough to do for yarns 
of American and Indian cotton, but new _ business for 
Egyptian yarns is difficult to obtain and at very poor prices. 
There is plenty of labour, and in many cases double shifts 
have been abolished. The situation in wool spinning is 
unsatisfactory, although raw wool is now relatively the 
cheapest raw material in the whole textile industry. 

In the stocking and knitted goods branches the situation 
remains favourable. The warm weather has caused a 
lively demand for summer goods, and substantial orders 
are coming in for the next winter season. Business is con- 
centrated chiefly on the domestic market. As regards 
hosiery, foreign orders, especially from Scandinavia and the 
Kast, are coming in somewhat better, although at very low 
prices. 

Larger orders for gloves have been received, especially 
from Scandinavia and America, so that the factories are 
now better, if not fully, employed. This branch of in- 
dustry suffers from lack of workers; there are practically 
no unemployed in the whole of the Chemnitz district, and 
neither male nor female workpeople are to be _ had. 
Although it is generally said that the time for gauntlet and 
patterned gloves is over, and that the fashion is returning 
to the plain glove, many patterns with gauntlets and 
embroidery are being turned out for next summer. This 
is not altogether pleasant for manufacturers under present 
conditions, because for these gloves more workers are needed 
than for the plain glove. 

In woollen goods the desire to buy has been stimulated 
by the heavy fall in prices at the London sales. Caution 
is being exercised, however, and the further development of 
the wool market is being watched before commitments are 
made for autumn goods. Activity in the different mills is 
uneven, and export trade is extremely difficult to negotiate.

NEW INVOICING REQUIREMENTS. 


With reference to the changes recently made in the invoice 
certificate to be used in connection with goods shipped to 
Australia, the High Commissioner for Australia desires to 
invite the attention of exporters to the fact that modifica- 
tions have been made in the form applicable to goods other 
than those entitled to preference. Following is the text 
of the form in question; the amendments are indicated by 
italics :—

2. That no different invoice of the goods mentioned 
in the said invoice has been or will be furnished to any- 
one; and that no arrangement or understanding affecting 
the purchase price of the said goods has been or will be 
made or entered into between the said exporter and pur- 
chaser, or by anyone on behalf of either of them either 
by way of discount, rebate, compensation or in any 
menner whatever other than as fully shown on this in-

3. That the domestic values shown in the column 
headed ‘‘ Current Domestic Values in Currency of Export- 
ing Country ’’ are those at which the above-mentioned 
firm or company is supplying or would be prepared to 
supply to any and every purchaser for home consumption 
in the country of exportation and at the date of exporta- 
tion indentically similar goods in equal quantities, at

cash discount, and that such values include/exclude the 
cost of outside packages, if any, in which the goods are 
sold in such country for domestic consumption. 

4. That the said domestic value includes any duty 
leviable in respect of the goods before they are delivered 
for home consumption, and that on exportation a draw- 
back or remission of duty amounting to ........................ 
has been/will be allowed by the revenue authorities in the 
country of exportation.

For goods on consignment invoiced on and after Ist July, 
1925, clause i (b) in the above form must be included in 
the Certificate of Value on invoices; for goods not on con- 
signment the existing form will be accepted in respect of 
soods not subject to preferential rates of duty entered in 
Australia prior to Ist October, 1925, but the new form may, 
of course, be adopted earlier if exporters so desire. 

It should be noted that, as regards goods entitled to entry 
at preferential rates, the new combined Certificate of Value 
and Origin, as published in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal! ’’ 
of 16th April, 1925 (vide pages 424 to 427), must be used 
for all shipments invoiced on and after Ist July, 1925. 





KENYA AND UGANDA. 





FORMS OF INVOICE AND CERTIFICATE OF 
VALUE. 


A dispatch from the Governor of Kenya states that the 
forms of invoice and certificate of value recommended by 
the Imperial Economic Conference for use in the case of 
imports into countries assessing ad valorem duties on 
“current domestic value ’’ are acceptable to the Customs 
Authorities of Kenya and Uganda for use in respect of 
imports into those places. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Oontinued. 





The dispatch adds that it will be necessary for invoices 
and certificates in the ‘‘ current domestic value form ”’ to be 
accompanied by an account of the charges incurred up to 
the time of deposit of goods in the Customs premises at the 
place of importation in Kenya or Uganda as the case may be. 





MAURITIUS. 





PREFERENCE EXTENDED TO CANADIAN 
GOODS. 

A Proclamation has been issued by the Governor of * 
Mauritius extending the Customs duties set out in the 
‘*Customs Preferential Tariff Ordinance, 1924’’ (No. 20 of 
1924), to goods imported into Mauritius from the Dominion 
of Canada. 





NEW ZEALAND. 





NEW PREFERENCE REGULATIONS : 
OPERATION POSTPONED. 

A telegram from H.M. Trade Commissioner at Wellington 
states that the operation of the new preference regulations in 
New Zealand has been postponed until the Ist January, 
1926. 





AMENDED DUTY ON BRAN AND POLLARD. 


An Order in Council of the 27th April, 1925, imposes as 
from the 30th April, 1925, on bran and pollard a duty of 
one shilling per cental under the British Preferential, the 
Intermediate and the General Tariffs. 





EXPORTATION OF HONEY. 


An Order in Council of the 24th April, 1925, issued under

IMPOSITION OF DUTIES ON AGRICULTURAL 
AND SIMILAR PRODUCTS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague has 
forwarded translation of a Decree, dated 4th June, in 
virtue of which agricultural and kindred products imported 
into Czechoslovakia will pay duty at the rates formerly 
applicable to such products under the old Austro-Hungarian 
Customs Tariff expressed in Czech krone and multiplied 
by a coefficient of six. 

As regards wheat, meslin, spelt, rye, barley, oats, flour 
and meal, and hog’s fat, lard, bacon and goose fat the 
above rates will be reduced and regulated according to a 
sliding scale, so that the duties will only become effective 
when the prices of the various articles fall below a given 
limit. As the prices of these articles are at present well 
above this limit, the new duties have no immediate prac- 
tical effect. 

In the case of the other articles affected by the Decree, 
the present rates of duty are to remain in force until 
further notice.

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal”’ of 5th 
March (page 278), respecting Tariff revision in Argentina, 
it should be noted that H.M. Minister at Buenos Aires has 
now forwarded copy of the project for the revision of the 
Valuation Tariff. It is understood that this Tariff is not 
likely to be considered by the Argentine Congress this year. 

The proposed Valuation Tariff consists of 5,654 items (as 
against 3,699 items in the present Valuation Tariff), divided 
into nineteen sections, dealing with (1) jewellery, (2) small 
wares, (3) musical instruments, (4) foodstuffs, (5) beverages, 
(6) footwear, etc., (7) furniture, (8) tobacco and smokers’ 
requisites, (9) arms, etc., (10) rubber and rubber wares, 
(11) textiles, (12) electric and lighting goods, (13) pottery 
and glass, (14) drugs, (15) saddlery, (16) made-up clothing, 
etc., (17) hats, (18) leather and skins, and (19) hardware. 

The project, which is contained in a volume giving a 
comparison with the present valuations, is entitled ‘‘ Pro- 
yeéto de Reformas a la Tarifa de Avaltios,’’ and published by 
Talleres Graficos G. Pesce, Pedro Goyena, 1562-8, Buenos 
Aires.

BOOKS RECEIVED. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has just issued 
three new standards for automobile parts as follows :— 


No. 5003-1925. British Standard Dimensions for Wide Type 
Concentric Piston Rings for Automobiles. 


A revised edition of the above specification has just been 
issued. The revision consists of a slight reduction in the 
width of the gap when the ring is placed in a guage of 
nominal cylinder diameter. It is intended that the gaps 
should be hand fitted as necessary to give the gap required 
in the cylinder. No alterations have been made to the 
diameters, widths or thickness of the rings. 


No. 5029-1925. Dimensions for Carburettor Flanges (2-bolt 
l'ype). 

This specification includes flanges up to a bore of 55 m/m. 
These were originally prepared by the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders, and are practically identical 
with the 8.M.M. and T. provisional standard No. 11, origi- 
nally issued by the Institution of Automobile Engineers as 
I.A.E. Data Sheet No. 109. They were submitted to the 
British Engineering Standards Association for consideration 
and approval, and have now been issued as a British 
standard. When it is realised that the carburettor is one 
of the components which is so often changed on a car or 
lorry when attempting to improve the running or the con- 
sumption of fuel of a vehicle, it is gratifying to feel that 
when this standard is widely adopted it will be possible to 
fit any of the makers’ productions without costly alterations 
to the inlet pipe or manifold. 


No. 5030-1925. British Standard Method for the Calibration 
of Carburettor Jets for Aircraft and Automobile Engines. 

The calibration and marking of carburettor jets have in 
the past been standardised by various makers on different lines, 
so that there has been no common standard of reference. 
Furthermore, it was found that jets of the same make, size 
and diameter, did not necessarily pass the same amount of 
fuel under similar conditions, so various users as well as 
manufacturers adopted a flow basis of calibration in place 
of dimensional calibration. ‘The above specification includes 
the recommendations of the British Engineering Standards 
Association on the standard method of calibration and 
marking of carburettor jets on the flow basis. A master jet 
calibrating machine and a set of accurately constructed master 
jets have been deposited with the National Physical Labora- 
tory as a standard of reference for jet sizes.

compared with the old Tariff rates, cannot become operative until sanctioned by Act of the Union 


Parliament, and the old rates of duty remain operative in such cases. 


As regards the preference on United Kingdom goods, such goods will continue to enjoy the 
> / ad valorem rebate as formerly, until the new preference proposals are sanctioned by the 


Union Parliament.

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INTRODUCTORY NOTE.

from the proposal that the duties on various classes of manufactured goods should be increased, the Bill 
also contains provisions for new or increased duties on agricultural produce. 

Article 2 of the Bil! proposes to re-impose the Customs duties on agricultural produce and 
other commodities which were suspended owing to war conditions, where these have not already been 
re-imposed, the only exceptions being in respect of goods coming under Tariff Nos. 13, 14, 15 and 17 (oil- 
seeds and fruits) which will remain provisionally free of duty; certain products on which the uuties have 
hitherto been suspended are, under the measure, to be definitively exempt from duty (scrap metals, etc.). 
The statements given in the following pages include not only the specific tariff alterations mentioned in the 
Annex to the measure (see Article 1 of the Bill), but also the cases where duties are to be re-imposed 
owing to the abrogation of the temporary suspensions above referred to (see Article 2). 

The rates of duties proposed in the measure are, of course, “ General” Tariff rates, and are subject to 
reduction as a result of Commercial Treaties which Germany may conclude with other countries. Thus the 
Additional Commercial Treaty between Germany and Austria, signed on 12th July, 1924 (see the Boarp or 
TRADE JOURNAL of 15th January, 1925, pages 83-86), fixes for certain goods rates of duty lower than those 
proposed in the present Bill, and these “Conventional ” duties (which are indicated in the following pages 
in foot-notes) will, after the enforcement of the present Bill, be applicable to goods of the kinds affected, 
imported into Germany from countries entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment. It is understood that 
“ Conventional” duties (lower than those proposed in the Bill) have been fixed for certain other goods by 
the Commercial Treaty with the Belgian-Luxemburg Union, signed on 4th April but not yet published, and 
it is probable that other “Conventional” duties will be fixed as the result of the negotiations which 
Germany is at present conducting for the conclusiow of Commercial Treaties with France and Italy. 

In explanation of the second paragraph of Article 3 of the measure, it is stated that it is not yet clear 
whether it will be desirable to re-introduce the system of “import warrants” for cereals, formerly in force, 
so that it is proposed to vest the Government with discretionary powers in this matter. 

As regards the date of enforcement of the measure this is not specified in the Bill as now proposed, but 
it is considered probable that the technical work in connection with carrying the Law into eftect will 
prevent it being enforced until at least two months after its promulgation.
